PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE 
The United States Public Health 
Service, which includes examina­ 
tion 
and 
treatment 
free 
of 
charge, has been extensively or­ 
ganized for the benefit of disabled 
service men. 
The American Red Cross co­ 
operates with the government in 
getting this 
information to all 
disabled or ill 
ox-serviee men, 
and in inducing them to accept 
the government’s provisions for 
their care and treatment. 
The local Home Ser/ioo secre­ 
tary of the Red Cross will gladly 
assist men in getting in touch 
with the proper examining p h y si­ 
cian ana authorities. 
These phy­ 
sicians make diagnoses and rec­ 
ommendations for 
occupational 
or social treatment, as well as ad­ 
vice concerning the man’s physi­ 
cal condition, as there are many 
nervous cases resulting from shell 
shock or other 
nervous 
affec 
tions. 
One of the greatest tasks 
of the Public Health Physician is 
the 
handling 
of 
neurasthenic 
cases. 
Most of these are not of 
the nature which require instltu 
tional care, but the patients re­ 
turn constantly to the Red Cross 
saying that they are not receiv­ 
ing 
proper 
treatment. 
Many 
have been examined by special­ 
ists and no physical reason can 
be found for their particular com ­ 
plaints. 
Physiological treatment 
Is therefore needed 
for 
these 
cases, with 
encouragement and 
sympathetic understanding. 
Among the Public Health Ser 
vice hospitals are those given es 
pecially to the treatment of ner­ 
vous and mental disorders, one 
of which is located in our own 
division 
at W aukesha, W iscon­ 
sin. 
The Red Cross is represented 
in all Public 
Health 
Hospitals 
thru direct Social Service Work 
ors or the H om e Service Station 
of the local chapter, and in every 
instance stands ready to shield 
and assist the 
patient and his 
family.
